THE CRUSADE AGAINST THE BETTING HOUSES AT 
’ LIVERPOOL. 


Epwarp Ricuarpson, the landlord of the Saddle Vaults beerhouse, Market- 
street, was summoned on an information charging him with allowing his house 
to be used for the purpose of betting. Mr. Walter supported the information, 
and Mr. Cobb appeared for the defendant, who did not appear.—A young man 
named Westcot, who deposed that he was a police-officer, said that he visited the 
defendant's house in company with another oflicer, on the afternoon of Friday, 
the 7th ult. There were four or five people there, and the defendant behind 
the counter in conversation with his customers. Witness got into conversation

with him about the Liverpool Cup, and asked him the price of Dulcibella. The 
defendant took his book cut of his pocketand said he would give witness 6 to 1. 
Witness asked him if he would give 7, but the defendant said ‘‘ No.” Witness 
took the bet and put half-a-crown down, which the defendant, after booking 
the bet, put in his pocket. Witness said his name was Westcot. He saw the 
defendant make bets with other people; but only saw money pass once.—By 
Mr. Gladstone: I can’t say that that money was for a bet.—Cross-examined by 
Mr. Cobb: How long have you been a sporting character ?— Witness: Since I 
have been put on the duty. Iwas put on it by Mr. Kehoe. I was in plain 
clothes. I did not say [came from Major Greig. PerhapsI may have gone 
there asa spy. I have only been about six months in the police force. Idon't 
know what the defendant wrote in the book. I have betted before on my own 
account.—By Mr. Gladstone: That was before I was.in the police force.— 
Hugh M‘Allan, another police-oflicer, corroborated the evidence of the previous 
witness. The customers who were in the defendant's house had drinking 
glasses before them.—By Mr. Cobb: I got paid my expenses for going to the 
house. I have been to the house on other occasions, but had only seen betting 
once.— Westcot was recalled, and deposed that the half-crown with which he 
made the bet was the property of the Corporation. He was aclerk in the 
police-office. He had been three or four times to the defendant's house, but 
there had not been betting on every occasion.—Mr. Cobb contended that there 
was no case Within the meaning of the Act. 


Mr. Robertson Gladstone said: With regard to this case, I believe we are 
both of the same opinion, though I may be a little stronger in my views than 
my brother magistrate. We think thatthis is not a case coming under the Act 
for the suppression of betting houses. That Act of Parliament was intended 
for the suppression of an evil then existing. I look upon such betting as has 
been spoken of in this case as incidental to a beerhouse, but the business of 
the beerhouse is the trade of the place. As far as my judgment goes, there- 
fore, I do not think that the case comes within the meaning of the Act. With 
regard to the mode of procuring @ conviction, I must say that, without at all 
calling in question the reputation of Mr. Kehoe, who no doubt did his duty, 
and was acting under the orders of his superiors, I must say that I consider 
the course most objectionable, if not wicked. A person.was put to perform a 
duty, and was instructed not only himself to break the law, but to attempt to 
make another person do likewise. Unless we can correct society of its vices 
without adopting such means as this, I think it would be better to leave society 
toitself. I have noidea of addingcrime tocrime. There are in such cases as 
this many means of obtaining information of what is wrong. ‘The officer stated 
that he had been watching the house from day to day. It would be perfectly 
competent for him to continue that career until he had obtained such evidence 
as wouid induce-the Bench to convict. As to the plan, however, of calling upon 
any servant of the Corporation or officer of the police to go and do what is 
palpably wrong, for the mere purpose of convicting another person of what is 
contrary to law, I do say that it is a most objectionable, a most improper, and, 
according to my judgment, wicked course of conduct. As Mr. Hyslop will 
tell Mri we think that the case does not come under the Act. ‘The case is dis- 
missed. 

Mr. Hyslop agreed with Mr. Gladstone as to the case not coming under the 
law affecting betting houses,

THE LATE FIGHT FOR THE CHAMPIONSHIP 
AND ‘‘ THE ILLUSTRATED SPORTING NEWS,” 


WITH A GLANCE AT THE OPINIONS AND DOINGS OF 
OUR CONTEMPORARIES, 


f et encounter of Wednesday last on the marshes of Thames, Haven sesinis 
to have awakened an amount of enthusiasm almost unparalleled in the 
annals of the Prize Ring. The ofi-quoted battle between Heenan and the 
then Champion of England, Tom Sayers, failedto create a greater excipemen: 
than that produced by the meeting for the second time of Jem Maég and Tom 
King, in order to settle the question of superiority of claim to the belt. Ty was 
to he expected that some considerable interest would be evinced in the strogecle 
but we think, on the whole, that the community at large has been taken by 
surprise in witnessing the thorough awakening of exciiement in all Parts and 
among all classes. We are not, and we uever have beev, enrolled amone 
those who have declared that the Ring is 4n institution gradually decaying 
from the lack of public countenance, and it will be owned that on no occasion 
have we merely extenved to it the cold, passive countenance accorded it b 
several of our sporting contemporaries, whose aim it is to use itas a thing by 
which capital can be made, without giving offence to a sickly, mock-moral 


class from whom they receive some portion of their support. We strenuously 
Advocate the Prize Ring as a wholesome and useful British institution, but we 
are not blind to, nor have we pandered to, the many defects which have gone 
far to lessen its influence on the upper and respectable circles. In chronicling 
the doings in the Ring, some journals observe a tone calculated to excite the 
disgust and contempt of educatéd and thinking men; so far is this carried, 
that sporting papers are, as a rule, excluded from respectable families, and 
looked upon with well-grounded awe. Many—unfortunately too many—ot the 
representatives of the Hing, are doing their best to drag it into contempt, and 
make it a sink of iniquity, and it is by strenuously condemning such indi- 
viduals, crushing cowardice and trickery with a hand of iron, and, above all, 
by expunging from our columns all that can offend the most fastidious, that 
we seck to bring back the Ring into, popular favour, and raise ourselves 
into a high position at the same time. How far we have succeeded in the first 
instance time will show: how the second intent ha8 ptospered, our enormous 
circulation will prove. The support accorded to us is a fair instance of the 
returning interest in pugilisti¢c aifairs, xs is illustrated in the last fight for the 
Championship, about which we are bound to say afew words in connection 
with ourselves and our contemporaries. ‘lo commence nearest home, we beg 
to say that remarks on what we did to meet the demand for information on 
the progress and issue of the event would not have been set before the public in 
this place had it not been for the piece of bragtadocio on the part of a bi-weekly 
contemporary, in whose columns we notice a puif to the effect that the demand 
for copies of @ special edition of that all-important organ, the alpha and 
omega of sporting matters generally, was so large as to prevent the possibility 
of an adequate supply, and this in spite of the ‘hundred of thousands” pro- 
duced to meet the occasion. Of course ‘the authentic ” account of the battle 
was the occasion of the rush—the first, the truthful, the extensive, the only 
account! Well, we will retrograde to Wednesday last, and examine the state 
of affairs on that day; it will be worth our while to do 20, and we are glad of 
the opportunity, as by comparison we arrive st @ proper estimate of individual 
merits. What we did on Wednesday last wo will briefly set forth. We seut 
special reporters to the scene of battle; we had them back again at 2.30 p.m. 
at Fenchurch-street station ; at 2.55 they were in our printing office; at 4.30 
@ special. edition, with & report of the fight, extending over seventeen columns, 
was circulating wt all parts of London. Our publishing offices in Salisbury- 
square wero besieged by scores of newsagents’ expresses and hand-¢arts, and 
hundreds of retail vendors struggled to get at our publishing clerks to secure 
the copies paid fora week in advance. This is what we did, and now we 
turn to our contemporary and iis ‘‘ hundreds of thousands ” and “authentic 
report.” Twelve hours ofter the ILLusrrarep Sponting News made its 
appearance, a dropsical account of the most distressing appearance, issued 
in a special from the office of the bi-weekly journal of the great pretensions. 
Twelve long hours after our description of every incident was before 
the public, a puffy, long-drawn, agonised, and distorted chronicle issued from 
the press a dead letter! That’s what ovr contemporary accomplished. We 
may pursue the comparison a little further; we like the theme, and we do not 
think it will tire our readers. The delightfully active and wonderfully 
“authentic” journal in question, after its “ terrific boast” of the “ hundreds 
of thousands " disposed of, can but give its readers one solitary illustration of 
the excitement its haste and authenticity ¢reated. It goes down as far as 
Norwich, for its instance, and boasts that Mi. Darken, of that place, 
ordered 2,000 copies of the extraordinary special. He may have done so; we 
do not doubt it, and4we heartily wish, for Mr. Darken’s sake, that he goi rid of 
them; but we doubt whether such good fortune awaited him, for he took just 
3,000 of our special, and concerning them writes us as follows:— 

‘Every copy I ordered of your paper has been sold; they were all gone 
before any other sporting paper came to hand—a proof how the public admire 
quickness, The excitement was so great that I was compelled to telegraph 
three different times to know when the ‘Sporting News’ was coming. The 
last telegram in replyvarrived at ten o’clock on Wednesday night, to say that 
the ‘Sporting News’ was on the way, and at 4.30 the following morning my 
shop was open and persons purchasing. At eight o'clock L had sold over one 
hundred dozens, Persons actually would have the parcels opened on the way 
from the station at four o'clock in the morning—a proof of what the excite- 
ment was.” 

Somuchfor ourselvesand ourbi-weekly contemporary. Had we been favoured 
witha furtherlistof agents and the numbers taken by them wecould have doubt- 
less obliged our friends with more ¢omparisons, but as this pleasure is denied 
us We must contént ourselves with the foregoing illustration, and depart from 
this part of our subject by assuring onr readers that the demand for the 
[LLUSTRATED Sporting News had by no means abated on Saturday, when our 
grand double number appeared. By five o’clock on Saturday evening, and 
notwithstanding the means taken to procure an adequate supply, the paper 
was out of print, and in order to satisfy the vast number of persons hourly 
applying for our report We were compelled to reprint our special 
edition, Which may now be procured, together with the large portrait 
of Jem Mace, printed on superior paper, price twopence, We doubt 
whether our contemporary Will be called upon to do the like, notwithstaud- 
ing its immense “ auihenticity ” and long-winded capabilities. Out remarks on 
the tght will fully convey our opinion of it in its entirety, and we need not, 
therefore, traverse the same ground again, but ¢ome at once to our contem- 
poraries, and mark theif opinions. The first with whom we shall have a word 
is the Liverpool Mercin’y; this organ professes to be antagonistic to the 
Prize Ring, and in a recent article proves most satisfactorily its entire igno- 
rance of the subject on which ft dilates by declaring that the modern Ring 
‘‘ has no disciples except tmong the depraved and brutai,” and by classing it 
with the Frenchman's amusement of attending theatres on Sabbath days, and 
the Spaniard’s recreation of bull fighting, both of which modes of spending 
tinke the Mercury thinks we cannot condemn whilst we tacitly sanction a 
prize fight. How on earth the poor journalist who perpetrated this article 
contrived to muddle up French theatricals and Spanish bull fights with Eng- 
lish pugilism we do not at all understand, as a stand-up fight between indivi- 
duals at variance cannot, in our humble opinion, present a single feature in 
common with Sabbath-breaking on the one part and torturing bulls intoa 
State of frenzy, and allowing them to rip open poor horses ad libitum 
and ad nauseum on the other; but fools and fanatics discover all sorts 
of extraordinary resemblances in things diametrically opposite in every 
essential, and so we are bound to class the Liverpool journalist 
in one of the two denominations of individuals whose disordered fancies 
lead them so far astray. This same journalist, in the very same journal, 
expresses something like admiration for the P.R. of bygone days, but ‘ distance 
lends enchantment to the view,” ana because at ® remote period the ring 
boasted “a royal patron” and a ‘“pugilist sat in the House of Commons,” 
things must have been far more satisfactory. How little does out poor | 
friend know of his subject, and how much less ean he know of the world and 
its morality when he judges of the worth of an article by the worldly posi- 
tion of those who patronise it. There are good and bad of all classes and 
denominations. The fight for the Championship on Wednesday last had its 
drunken, abusive, and generally disgusting George King in the capacity of 
auxiliary ring-keeper, and Almack’s and White’s had its miserable Roupell in 
the capacity of a member of the Commons House of Parliament. We turn 
from the Liverpool Mercury with % recommendation to its staff to confine their 
future editorial remarks to ‘big gooseberries,” or any other matters they may 
comprehend, and to leave the prize ring to those who understand it, and this 
last remark brings us to the Saturday Review—a journal quite capable of appre- 
ciating and doing full justice to the English pugilist. In its issue of Saturday 
last it has a magnificent article on the late fight, clearly pointing out the ad- 
vantages of the Prize Ring, and the absolute necessity of acquiring the pugi- 
lists’ art in all circles, particularly in these days of garotting. The following 
is admirable, and its logic must carry conviction to the most obstinate 
oppressor of the abused pugilist:—‘t Suppose that Tom King, the conqueror 
in this week's prize-fight, were walking home late at night alone With the pro. | 
ceeds of his victory in his pocket, and that he was observed by two or three 
garotters who happened to know his person. It would very much surprise. u: 
if the garotters did not keep at a respectful distance from that mighty arm } 
which made such Lavoc of poor Jem Mace’s countenance. The garotter 
would let King alone; and, although Mace has not the same height and length 
of reach, he would be equally unwilling to meddle with a boxer of such well- 
proved skill. Hither of these champions could so deal with two or three of 
thé ordinary street rufflans that they would lie helpless where they fell, or if 
they got away tliey would carry marks by which they might easily be recog- 
nised. That which would bea dangerous adventure for the ordinary Londoner 
Would be only a ¢o0d joke or a pretty little bit of practice for King or Mace. 
And yet thése men are neither bigger hor more courageous than many others, 
but they happen to have made @ peculiar study of an art which has been far 
too generally neglected. They have fought.a very créditable battle, and if they 
are quiet, well-conducted men, théey are sure to derive bénefit from the awaken- 
ing perception in society of the advantages of pugilism. The current of 
Opinion has been setting in their favour for some time, and it will gain strength 
from the prevalence of garotting.” It is well for the pugilist that something 
has turned up to bring ltis ait into good repute in high circles once again, and 
‘we rejoice that there is sufficient sound judgment in such influential quarters 
as the precincts of the Saturday Review otiice to advocate his cause aright and 
keep him from the indignity of being hunted aboutlike one of the felons against 
whose onslaughts his useful léssons could so well preserve us. We must have 
another extract from this admirable journal before we have done with it, and 
ve Beene in the following lines is too good to be allowed to dio away un- 
ec i— 

‘The old comparison between the 


prize-ring and the battlefield of life may 
be once more repeated ; for there 


; are not many competitors in any kind of 
contest who might not take a lesson of resolution and perseverance from the 
boxer King ‘lhe blow which knocked Mace off his legs was compared by 
some of the spectators to a shot from an Armstrong gun. Perhaps this com- 
parison was suggested by the scene of the engagement, which was those same 
dreary Essex marshes amid which long-range ¢annon may be fired without 
injury to life or property. We cannot help thinking that, where there is room 
for experiments with rifled guns and iron-platéd targets, a few square yards 
of turf may well be spared for testing the powers of penetration and resistance 
of the human fist and cheek. Surely the poli¢e have plenty to do in looking 
after garotters, and might venture to leavé the prize-lighters to themselves. 
It is rather hard upon the patrons of this sport that they must sit up all night | 
and steal like malefactors, amid the fog of early morning, to an out-of-the-way | 
spot where it is only just possible that the polide may be an hour or two behind 
them. If the art of self-defence is of any yalue, We must allow it to be sus- 
tained at the highest point of excellence, by the means which experience shows 
to be best adapted for that purpose. In every art the most practical test 1s the 
most reliable. As English horse-breeding would be without the Derby, So 
would English boxing be without an occasional fight for the championship, 
If it be once admitted that men are likely to want to use their fists or an 
other weapon, civilisation and humanity require that they should be taught 
how to use them.” 


This is beyond dispute, and long may we have an English school of pugilism, 
and an English press capable of appreciating and willing to uphold its claims.

THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


TuovuGH it is usual to note the Northampton meeting as the induction of the 
legitimate racing season, we may fairly state that the ball was set rolling at 
Lincoln some weeks prior to the gathering at the St. Crispin capitol; and a 
scurry over the flat was alsoa feature in the Manchester programme during 
the second week of January. Neither did the turf campaign correcily con- 
clude with the Newmarket series of annual assemblages ;. for Liverpool and 
Shrewsbury severally dretw large fields of horses that had figured conspicu* 
ously on the heath of head-quarters, the downs of Epsom, and the moor of 
Doncaster. But for the frost, too, there would have been stronger musters at 
Warwick; but, on the whole, we could not have grumbled had the flat race 
sports finished within hearing of the Shrewsbury clock, instead of beneath 
the castellated walls of the renowned Guy. Both horses and jockeys must 
have had ‘quite enough of it this season; for, by our turf statistics of 1562, 
now in progress, we are happy to observe a decided increase of meetings, 
prizes, and starters, compared with those of any preceding year. But 
whilst, in this point of view, the present campaign has been an ex- 
ceedingly prosperous one, it has, unfortunately, been marked by a 
succession of flagrant proceedings not only unparallelled in turf annals, 
but most injurious to the welfare of the national sport, and highly 
affecting the honour of numberless*members of aristocratic families. Nee 
trust, however, that the Duke of Cambridge will be able to satisfy “ ie 
world anent the conduct of those military men about whom a court of Saal. 
has just been held; but we must look in vain for the pond emnneton D mal- 
practices among certain riobleémen until the Jockey Club itself has : ae 
value integrity and imps 'tiality. There are a number of its tnember 8 equally 
as censurable as the most notorious of our recently exposed blacklegs. As 
we have already stated, Stockwell has been the premier sire of the season, his 
get having netted nearly £35,000 between them—his son, The Marquis, being 
credited with £8,500 of that amount. Kivgston stands next with £17,000, of 
which Caractacus secured £7,500. Saccharometer has been the most successful 
of the juveniles ir a monetary point of view, his winnings being about £3,200. 
some £800 more ihan Lord Clifden, next to whom stands Blue Mavie. Very 
few of the higti-priced youngsters turned out to be ‘‘of any account,” and New- 
minster had yuite the cream of the juveniles. We shall, howeyer, be enabled 
to publish our statistics in the course of another week or so, therefore our readers 
will be ab’e tojudge for themselves; and the tables will not only be found in- 
teresting, but novel and complete. 

The Two Thousand and the Derby have.again been speculated upon during 
the past week. For the former évent, Hospodar remained at his previous 
quotation, whilst Saccherometer advanced half a point. Touching the eae 
contlict, Cairntastle’s friends were unable to progress in the execution ot t ao 
comiissions, a8 20 to 1 was the highest offer against him. et 
very quiet, also, for this; and there was an evideut depression aneni as 1 
Lord Clifden and Saccharometer.

(From Our Own Reporter.) 


Bryetey Haut has been throughout the week the scene of a 
great exhibition of cattle, poultry, and sporting and other dogs. 
On Monday the doors opened to those favoured with a private 
view, and a large number of highly respectable persons assembled 
to enjoy the sight offered them. The whole affair was pre- 
eminently successful; but the dogs claimed special attention, the 
show being of surpassing excellence. Among the numerous can- 
didates for special notice, we may mention the following:— 
Class 49, No. 609, a black and tan toy terrier (Ist prize), a perfect 
model forsymmetry, and a worthy subject for an artist. Class 49, 
No. 610, white toy terrier (very rare—2nd prize), another splendid 
model on a small scale. Class 49, No. 535, tan pug, black muzzle ; 
another most perfect specimen of the canine species, which, 
strange to say, did not take a prize, though in every way worthy. 
Class 37, Nos. 494 (1st prize) and 495, a tan bulldog; one of the 
finest specimens ever exhibited, perfect in all points; and 495, a 
small white bulldog, of most exquisite proportions. The show of 
this hardy species (England's canine representative), although 
limited, is most excellent, .reflecting the highest credit on the 
breeders. In class 35, No. 468, we have a magnificent specimen 
of that truly noble animal, the Newfoundland, jet black, with a 
white streak down the forehead (1st prize) ; also, No. 459 is a re- 
markably fine sample. No. 452 is an immense bull mastiff, one 
of the most formidable animals we ever remember to have seen, 
brindled, with white collarand breast. Class 50, No. 619, one of the 
finest animals in the whole collection, a Mount St. Bernard, fawn 
coloured, with white feet, black muzzle; a truly noble animal, 
worth coming any distance to see, and a worthy subject for Land- 
seer. zt o. 446, very fine mastiff, fawn colour, black muzzle, like 
young lion. 

The show, of sporting dogs is very complete, pointers and setters 
occupying a large space, and very numerously represented, 
There are a few remarkably tine specimens of the shaggy deer 
hound, the elegant greyhound, and the blood hound. Spaniels 
are not very numerously represented. Fox hounds, harriers, 
beagles, foreign sporting dogs, Skye terriers, toy dogs, &., were 
in every variety. 

Our engravings represent some of the most prominent dogs in the 
exhibition. The mastiffs, conspienous among all, present a noble 
group, and comprise the famous Duchess and Empress, the pro- 
perty of Edgar Harbury, Esq., Highwork, Wiltshire. Duchess 
took the first prize, and Empress the third; the first-mentioned 
also took the first prize silver cup at the late Dog Show at 
Islington. We also give Royal, a black retriever dog, the property 
of James Turner Riley, Esq., of Halifax, Yorkshire, winner of the 
first prize at the London Exhibition of Sporting and other Dogs, 
held at the Holborn Horse Repository, May 26, 1862. Stands 26in 
high; a dog of high courage; a splendid water-dog; a first-class 
retriever; and considered by competent judges to be a perfect 
model in make and shape of what a retriever ought to be. He is 
by Mr. H.Parker’s Ranger—Jet ; Ranger by Bennett's Rover—Bess ;

AMERICAN VIEW OF THE DEERFOOT DISPUTE. 
(From the New York Clipper, November 22.) 

EXxposuRE OF A GANG OF SWINDLERS.—Deerfoot, the Indian foot-racer, 
together with a number of his confederates incrime, have at last been brought 
up with a round turn in England, where their swindling operations have been 
carried on for a year or more without hindrance. This gang commenced their 
thievish proceedings in this country, and gave one or two races on one of our 
Long Island tracks. Several of the gang were sent for from this side, and in 
connection with the Indian—here known as Bennett, but called Deerfoot in 
England—were to give races throughout the country, for the purpose of making 
money for themselves by the most dishonourable means. ‘These races were 
not be governed by the rules of honour or fair dealing, but were intended to 
swindle the public by having everything arranged beforehand, who should win 
and who should lose, just as the outside betting should warrant. We had an 
eye on these fellows as soon as they arrived here, and if our readers will refer 
to their back files they will see where we exposed the whole congern, the re- 
sult of which was that the scamps gave up the speculation here, aud, dead 
broke, were compelled to ask assistance to get back to England. ‘They came 
here for the express purpose of swindling our people, but they were baulked in 
their designs, and gave up their ‘‘enterprise” in this country as a losing job. 
On returning to England they took the Indian, Bennett, with them, and from 
that time until very recently they have been robbing the people of England by 
means of fraudulent races, A man named Geor.e Martin seems to have been 
the leading spiritin these bogus races. William Howitt, better known as Jack- 
Son, the American Deer, was one of the parties to the fraud, and it was 
through him that the speculation exploded. Self-interest prompted him to 
“blow the gaff” on his confederates. it appears that Jackson was employed 
at so much per week to run races with the Indian and others, and that 
Martin, by means of certain signals, would direct the runners how to place 
themselves during the races and at the outcome. Martin, it is alleged, did 
not pay Jackson his share of the plunder, and the latter brought suit for it; 
and it was during the investigation that the nature of the frauds contmitted 
was made known. A report of the trial was published in last week’s Clipper. 
As for Jackson, we look upon him in the same light as we look upon the others. 
Just so long as he received his share of the plunder, just so long he assisted 
in robbing the public. As soon as his perquisites were cut down, then he 
turned against his fellows in iniquity. He should not be trusted any sooner 
than the others. It is not the first time he has been caught in such tricks. 
When he was in this country, several years ago, he practised the same sysfem 
of bogus foot racing, and swindled a great many people by it, The Clippe: 
was not then in existence, or the trade of this man would have been nipped in 
the bud. Our people have had their eyes opened of late years, and they are 
not so easily gulled as they formerly were. in England the case seems to be 
different. ‘or upwards of a year have these frauds in foot racing been carried 
on, and some of the nobility, and Royal Family even, have been made victims 
to the deception, for the Prince of Wales witnessed one of the races, and after- 
wards presented the Indian witha purse of money. We trustthat an example 
may \be made of ihe whole gang, and suitable punishment meted out to all 
engaged in the disgraceful proceedings. 


Fast Runniyc.—Greatest Distance Ever Run Witnin an Hour!—The 
Indian, Deerfoot, as will be seen by a report in another part of this issue of 
the Clipper, has succeeded in running a longer distance in one hour than has 
ever before been accomplished. Previous to the race under notice, Jackson, 
the American Deer, stood first on the record, he having accomplished eleven 
miles and forty-eight yards in the hour; but now Brightun surpasses Jackson’s 
performance, and Deerfoot eclipses Brighton, the Indian running eleven miles 
and a quarter, and 280 yards, iu one hour. ‘This is certainly an extraordinary 
performance, and throws in the shade all similar efforts throughout the world, 
We regret that Deerfoot should permit his victorious career to be tarnished by 
being associated with a gang of swindling speculators. 


MANoOR-ROAD, Hornsry.—A number of persons assembled on Saturday to 
witness a haif mile spin between Williain Rose, of Agar ‘Town, and G. Han- 
bury, of Islington, for £5.

THE CHAMPIONSHIP, — 


Marrens are entirely set at test as regatds the memorable pugilistic belt of 
Old England, so well and so honourably worn as it has been. Jem Mace is 
still virtually the Champion of England, as circumstances détafled below will 
succinctly prove. It would be utterly useless to revive the conflicting 
opinions in the sporting world touching the issue of the late battle, when Tom 
did (how is now immaterial) succeed in turning the tables on his former con- 
queror. Naturally chagrined atthe coup d’etat of King, Mace almost immediately 

roffered the Limehouse gladiator a douceur of £50 to fight again for £2004 
side and the belt in a fortnight. The thing was meant, and the question was 
put £0 straight to King before the stakeholder as to whether he would agree 
to such a proposition, or even make afresh match on the usual six months’ 
terms. There was no backing out. The Titan winner was compelled to be 
eracular, aud he replied that he would.not then entertain any proposition to 
fight, notwithstanding that he was extremely willing, and had an instinctive 
knowledge that he could again sustain his laurels if he liked. The conference 
ended in smoke as regarded actual bttsiness—Coney and Mace walked to 
the West, and Richardson and King to the East, Everything in statuo quo, and 
nothing more was heard of the matter till Monday, when the two latter paid a 
visit at the stakeholder’s office in the Strand, and there and then made a 
formal application for the belt, alleging that being the declared winner of the 
Inte battle he was faialy and justly entitled to have immediate possession of 
tlie trophy, then in Mr. Dowling’s hands, An éxception was taken, on the 
other side, to this line of argument (which waxed somewhat warm on King’s 
part), and the result of the interview terminated in a point-blank refusal to 
give up the belt. The motive will be at ouce apparent to all old sportsmen 
and ring-goers. King has not covered Mace’s deposit of £20 for another 
matca, and by not doing so forfeits all right and title to the belt, which naturally 
and properly reverts to the gallant though unfortunate representative from 
Nortolk. Mr, Richardson, on behalf of King, offered to stake £100 as security 
if the belt was given up to King for the time being, but hé was met by the 
emphatic declaration that such a course of procedure wonld be a mosé un- 


usual one. The money not being covered, the belt still remained locked up 
from prying eyes, This was decisive, aud the beltless chumpion passed on, 
expressing bis clagrin over to Mr. Thomas Wilson’s, the Spoited Dog, from 


thence to Mr. Newhbold’s, the printseller, in Newcastle-street, followed, 
at both sporting resorts, by a whole crowd of spectators, the same as 
a London crowd ever did do in the fistic days of the redoubtable Sir 
‘thomas De Sayers, as the English Charivari facetiously termed hirt. AS 
mmay be supposed, Tom returned home to Limehouse, somewhat chapfallen at 
his disappointnsent; but was again rapturously received by whole troops of 
friends at Mr. Hendebourcke’s, the Lion and Lamb, Fore-sireet, in that dock 
district. Tuesday last brought in its “waifs and strays,” anent the same still 
popular and absorbing topic. King, in the evening, stepped into Weston’s 
celebrated music hall, in Holborn, when his tall, fine, manly-musculared form 
instantly acted as & counter-attraction to the performances going on. Being 
solicited, he went on the stage, and returned the reiterated plaudits of a 
highly-respectable company with hearty good feeling. Strange enough—but 
not Jess strange than true—thatJem Mace “ put in appearance,” as the lawyers 
would say, before King had ceased to tread the boards. Jem ascended the 
Btaze, and was teceived by tremendous cheering—a preity good indication of 
What the general public feel as to the late affair. Mace bowed, and expressed 
himself exveedingly anxious to make anothef match; each having won one, 
he sincerely hoped there would be no objection to a deciding trial. Jem sup- 
plicated very strenuously for a reply in the affirmativé. King, who was only 
separated from Mace by Mr. Weston himself, studied for a moment, and re- 
plied that he had come to the conclusion of acceding to the wishes of a large 
number of friends and acquaintances, and not entering the ring again. With 
this the public were bound to feel satistied, and the rivals soon after retired 
from the hall, but evidently not upon the very best terms with each other, 
Mace wshes us to notify to those gentlenien who are yet indebted to him for 
bolours to forward their respective amounts to The Old King John, Holyweil- 
lane, Shoreditch.

TERMINATION OF tH GREAT GOLF MATCH AT ST. ANDREW'S. 

Tux third competition in the great golf match between Morris, of Prestwick, 
and Park, of Musselburgh, took place on Friday last at North Berwick, and 
resulted in Morris winning by four holes. Morris is now eleven holes ahead 
of Park, and the interest in the match has much subsided in consequence. 
The final contest came off at St. Andrew’s on Tuesday, and, as might have 
been expected, was witnessed by hundreds of spectators, all of whom exhi- 
bited throughout the most intense interest and excitement in the day’s play 
and result of the game. The match consisted in four heats of thirty-six 
holes on each of the Links of Musselburgh, Prestwick, North Berwick, and St. 
Andrew’s, and, as already known, Morris was victor on the first by two holes, 
on the sécond by five, and on the third by four holes; eonsequently the con- 
test commenced here yesterday by Morris being eleven holes ahead, and thirty- 
six holes to play. Betting on the day’s play, independent of the big match, 
was pretty equally divided. At the conclusion of the first heat Morris was 
four holes ahead on St. Andrew’s Links, and fifteen on the whole match. On 
commencing the second round the first hole was halved; but ou Morris taking 
the next two he was declared winner of the contest and championship by 
fifteen holes ahead, and eighteen to play, or within three of being ‘* dormy.” 
On starting the second round the first hole was halved, the second and third 
gained by Morris, which now settled the match, Morris being seventeen 
holes ahead, and only fifteento play. To keep up the excitement it was agreed 
in turning home to play another match of the remaining holes. On coming to 
the“ hole-o-cross’’ the combatants were equal on this match, but at the play of 
that hole, while Morris was * dead on the green” at five, Park was in a bunker 
at seven. Seeing he had no chance of that hole, he gave it up to Morris with- 
out playing it out, leaving his opponent on this match one ahead and four to 
play. From some unexplained reason this hole was not played.
